Rodgers was taken to Grand 
Rapids, where he is being held 
without bond on a federal charge 
of unlawful flight to avoid confine­ 
ment. 
The FBI said he at first denied 
his identify, but admitted he was 
the wanted man after fingerprints 
were taken.

He said he had been living in the 
Michigan community since his es­ 
cape. 
Rodgers was bound over to the 
Grand Jury here Jan. 3, 1936.

On April 5, 1938, 
he was given the life sentence.

A serious-minded critic wants to know just 
w'hat. from the “good old days,” would im­ 
prove the present if it could be recaptured. 
“ Forget the fantastic and the impossible,” he 
challenges, “and be practical.” 
It is a m atter of opinion among those who 
knew those good old days, for nostalgia is 
bound to influence their thinking.

The 
public pays double for every wayward who 
could have been salvaged by a full - time 
mother. 
These are purely economic and statistical 
facts which are the product of an extrava­ 
gant, covetous age.

When voting time comes around, 
I somewhat get irritated because 
of the levies and bond issues put 
before the voter, which everyone 
votes upon but only the home own­ 
er pays the bill. 
There never seems to be an end 
to this problem of taxation. Yes, it 
is the home buyer or owner who 
takes the beating. If the present 
rate of rise on property tax con­ 
tinues, it will cost as much just 
to keep our homes even after we 
have paid off the mortgage. A 
home is a necessity. Why tax it 
so heavily? 
Also, why should a 
man’s home be taxed more be­ 
cause he has improved and beauti­ 
fied it? 
The law should be to encourage 
people to build bigger and better 
homes, not to discourage them. The 
land holds its value and a fair tax 
should be levied against it, but not 
what is built upon the land. The 
tax against your home is the most 
unfair form of taxation. 
This is why I say so. Mr. A 
and Mr. B. have identical jobs and 
earn the same rate of pay. Mr. 
A. has pride in his family and pro­ 
vides a decent home in which to 
live and buys it on the monthly 
payment plan. He puts many hours 
of his time and more money into 
maintaining and beautifying his 
home. Mr. B. doesn’t give a hoot. 
He either rents or buys an older 
house and does little or nothing 
to improve it. When these tw o 
homes are appraised. Mr. A is in 
for a shock. Mr. B's home has lit­ 
tle appraisal value so his tax is 
minor. But Mr. B is just as able 
to pay the same amount of tax as 
Mr. A. Efon’t they both enjoy the 
freedoms of this wonderful coun­ 
try of ours? Suppose Mr. A. is out 
of work or is ill over a long pe­ 
riod of time, will his tax be adjust­ 
ed to compensate his lost earnings. 
No! We know very well of horner. 
and farms sold for unpaid taxes. 
Tuesday, we will be confronted 
with another rash of bonds and 
levies to approve or disapprove, 
the biggest part of which is for 
schools. 
We all want good schools for our 
children, but we can’t afford to 
have more than we can pay for. In 
the Beaver Local School District, 
where I live, we voted for approval 
of a bond issue to build a new 
high school, an elementary school, 
a new school in Calcutta to replace 
some old ones and an addition to 
the new school later. These schools 
are very nice and we are proud of 
them and I believe they are suf­ 
ficient for the present time. 
However, in the Sept. 24 issue of 
the Review I first learned of the 
new 
proposals. 
“Beaver 
Local 
lists 2 issues on the ballot” . It 
consists of a combined $209,000 
bond issue and a !£-mill levy for 
added school expenditures. Also for 
a renewal of the 2-mili levy now 
in effect. The bond issue <1.6 mill) 
which is to run for 21 years and 
the ^2-mill levy to run for 23 years, 
they say, is designed to permit 
the District to qualify for a $326,- 
460 state grant. Why should we in­ 
debt ourselves to get state funds. 
Are not state funds made up of 


your taxes in one form or another? 
That is like a car dealer might 
say to you, “ You must buy this 
old used car before I can sell you 
a new one” . In addition to t h e 
school issues the township trus­ 
tees have on the ballot a .17 mill 
levy for zoning purposes, the coun­ 
ty officials are asking a levy for 
the county Health Department and 
another for a juvenile delinquent 
home. Again, is there not a limit 
to taxation? 
Monday morning, Oct. 20, on the 
Dave Garroway TV show, Jack 
Lescoule interviewed D o r o t h y 
Thompson, a noted newspaper col­ 
umnist. 
The purpose was to get her views 
on our educational policy. T h e 
most important fact was of t h e 
dangers involved in “going over­ 
board for education”. She said that 
in the community in which she 
lives the people approved a bond 
issue for a new school. The school 
was built at a cost of something 
“like a million dollars”, she said. 
She commented that the school was 
a “castle” . However, the dread of 
it was that the property tax was 
hiked so high that many of the 
home owners are unable to pay 
their tax. Let’s not let this happen 
in our community. 
Remember, 
also, only those who tend to gain 
will push the issues without due 
consideration as to who will pay 
the bill. 
One other point I would like to 
bring out. What about these older 
folks who have worked all their 
life to have a home and are now 
on retirement pension or old-age 
pension? How can they ever expect 
to pay the ever increasing taxes on 
their homes when their pensions 
never increase. Their earning pow­ 
er is over. Why should they shoul­ 
der any responsibility of today’s 
spending? 
In view of the above, I am defi­ 
nitely against any bond or any 
levy that will tend to increase my 
present taxes on my home. 
I know that many of you think 
the same as I because I have lis­ 
tened to some of the complaints, 
yet never expressed your v i e w s 
openly. Consider this, is not the 
revenue from our present rate of 
taxation 
steadily increasing be­ 
cause of the many new homes be­ 
ing built in the area and more 
people moving in? 
I would think this alone would 
compensate any increase in the 
rate of tax. I feel there is some­ 
thing radically wrong somewhere. 
Why do they tax your home so 
frequently? Why? Because it is the 
easiest and most simple form of 
taxation. 
Let’s all get out and vote and 
express our views and opinions. 
Vote, and vote wisely.

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Blasts Reuther, Meany, O'Neill 
Ho If a Hits Back At Foes 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) - Walter 
Reuther, George Meany and Gov. 
C. William O’Neill of Ohio were 
given a verbal whipping by Jam es 
R. Hoffa, international president 
of the Teamsters Union, here Sun­ 
day. 
He assailed Reuther, president 
of the United Auto Workers Un­ 
ion, in reply to an attack on him 
by Reuther at Cincinnati last Fri­ 
day. Meany is president of the 
AFL-CIO, from which the Teams­ 
ters Union was ousted about a 
year ago. 
O'Neill drew Hoffa’s fire be­ 
cause of an accusation in a re­ 
cent campaign address that labor 
leaders like Hoffa and Reuther 
were trying to take over Ohio as 
they have done in Michigan. The 
governor was speaking in support 
of a proposed amendment to the 
Ohio constitution to regulate em- 


i ployer-labor union contracts 
by 
making the union shop unlawful. 
Reuther said at Cincinnati that 
Hoffa “has a price tag” and “it’s 
for sale.” 
Hoffa told 1,500 members of 
Teamsters Local 20 that Reuther is 
interested in getting the title of 
“Mr. Labor” when “in reality he 
doesn’t represent labor at all.” 
He said the UAW international 
“sold out its locals by not support­ 
ing them in recent negotiations 
with the automobile manufactur­ 
ers.” 
' 
“We do not believe there is only 
one labor leader, but a labor 
movement,” Hoffa said. “We sup­ 
port the United Auto Workers lo­ 
cals more than the UAW inter­ 
national.” 
The teamsters boss said that la­ 
bor “under Meany’s rule will go 


backward instead of forward.” He 
claimed that Meany had never 
done any labor organizing, never 
negotiated a contract and never 
called a strike. 
Hoffa said that O’Neill had done 
nothing to solve the unemploy­ 
ment situation in Ohio and claim­ 
ed that he (Hoffa) had done more 
I for the workers of the state than 
the governor because of the high­ 
er standard of living gained for 
them through his union and other 
unions he supports. 
“Adoption of the right-to-work 
law will mean the end of the un­ 
ions,” he said. He predicted there 
would be legislation in the forth­ 
coming year to outlaw unions and 
to “hamstring workers to do away 
with health and welfare benefits, 
pensions and other benefits obtain­ 
ed by the unions.”

1. A board of education may. at 
its discretion, lawfully employ per­ 
sons of any religious faith or of 
no faith to teach in the public 
schools, provided they are proper­ 
ly certificated. 
2. Public schools must be con­ 
ducted so that pupils are not sub­ 
jected to sectarian teaching. But

garb does not amount to teaching 
religious doctrine which the law 
forbids in public schools.

Many of 
you report that you gained follow­ 
ing an operation. Today’s inspir­ 
ing letter would seem to pirove 
that once you make up your mind 
to lose weight, any and all ob­ 
stacles can be overcome. To con­ 
tinue with the letter: 
“Tell your overweights to have 
faith that they can lose. Since my 
nineteenth birthday I have never 
weighed less that 220 pounds. I 
am 57, 5 feet 3 ta ll,'and on April 
I, I weighed 254 pounds. 


“I WENT TO to the hospital for 
an operation and the doctor put 
me on a 1000 calorie diet. I was 
hospitalized seven days, 
and in 
that time lost 12 pounds. After 
coming home I continued the diet. 
To date (September I) I have lost 
36 pounds and am still losing be­ 
tween one and two pounds each 
week. 
“I work in a bakery and have 


for 23 years. But I am so thrilled 
at losing this excess fat that I am 
not even tempted to break my 
diet. 
“Prior to this time I have taken 
pills, capsules and s h o t s .. .no 
good. As soon as treatments were 
stopped, the pounds 
piled 
right 
back on again. 
“This time my doctor told me 
from the beginning that I would 
just have to change my eating 
habits and keep them changed. He 
also told me I would have level­ 
ing off periods when I would not 
lose, but to stay on my diet. 
“I go to see my doctor at his 
request once every two months for 
a checkup. He is almost as thrilled 
as I am at my weight loss. I did 
wear size 52 and that was tight. 
I wear size 48 now and it is big 
on me. 
“I want to lose 58 more pounds 
and I know I can do it.

CLEVELAND (A P i-T h e fourth 
quarter is shaping up as the best 
profit period of the year for the 
metalworking industry, Steel m ag­ 
azine reported today. 
“The downtrend reversed itself 
around midyear and the earnings 
curve is gaining altitude much 
faster than had been anticipated,'' 
the publication said. “ In the third 
quarter, only about three out of 
seven companies reported higher 
earnings than they had in 1957’s 
third period. But a hefty majority 
showed gains over 1958 s second 
period.” 
The magazine said steel produc­ 
tion held steady at 75 per cent 
of rated capacity last week des­ 
pite a slowdown in demand from 
the automotive industry and is ex­ 
pected to resum e its upward trend 
when the car m anufacturers hit 
their full stride.

totaled 
about 2,024.000 net tons, pushing 
the output for October to 8,750.- 
000 tons. That was the largest for 
any month since October of last 
year. 
Steel said strikes over local is­ 
sues kept auto production to 170,- 
000 units during the last two weeks 
compared with 231,000 in the cor­ 
responding 
period 
of 
1957, 
but 
most of the walkouts have now 
ended and the autom akers are ex­ 
pected to release additional steel 
orders soon.

But the fact is that the walls 
are a p p a re n t dry because the 
dampness has had a chance to 
evaporate. Close them up and 
the dampness builds up.

17 Are Killed 
When Rebels 
Grab Airliner 


Cuban Government 
Plans To Ask U.S. 
For Special Guard 


By GEORGE KAUFMAN 
HAVANA, Cuba (AP)—The Cu­ 
ban government today planned to 
demand special protection for Cu­ 
ban airliners and passengers in 
the United States as the result of 
rebel seizure of a plane which 
crashed and killed 17 persons. 
The three survivors said four 
Cuban rebels commandeered the 
big Viscount turboprop airliner 
Saturday night on a flight from 
Miami to Varadero Beach, 87 
miles east of Havana. 
The wreckage was spotted Sun­ 
day in shallow waters of the Bay 
of Nipe near Preston, in rebel- 
infested Oriente Province. 
The Cubana Airline said Fidel 
Castro rebels seized the plane to 
make headlines for their move­ 
ment on the eve of the Cuban na­ 
tional election today 
but they 
caused it to crash when they 
forced the pilot to attempt a land­ 
ing in darkness on an airstrip that 
was too small. 
Those killed were the four gun­ 
man, the four Cuban crew mem­ 
bers, three other Cubans and six 
naturalized 
Americans 
born 
in 
Cuba. 
The 
plane 
was 
the 
second 
seized in flight since Oct. 21. On 
that date, an authoritative source 
said, two rebels among the pas­ 
sengers seized a DC3 with 12 other 
persons aboard on a domestic 
flight from Cayo Mambi to Mao 
Bay. 
The rebels shot that pilot in the 
arm and forced him to divert the 
flight to Cananove. The crew of 
three and a Cuban soldier pas-' 
senger were reported still held by; 
the rebels, but the other eight 
passengers were allowed to return 
to their homes. 
A spokesman for the Cuban For­ 
eign Ministry said as a result of 
the capture of the four-engine 
Viscount Saturday, the Cuban gov­ 
ernment “will ask of the United 
States the due protection in Amer­ 
ican airports of all Cuban air­ 
planes, their crews and passen- 
i gers.” 
He did not say what his gov­ 
ernment expects the U. S. govern­ 
ment to do. But he claimed that 
on 
“several 
occasions” 
Cuban 
planes had been attacked at the 
Miami airport.
